BIRTHS 

The  Registrar-General  gives  the  corrected  number  of  live  births  in 
the  town  as  688  (364  boys  and  324  girls),  this  being  8  more  than  in  1967. 

Of  these  births,  69  were  illegitimate.  This  is  10.0  per  cent  of  the  total 
live  births,  as  compared  with  9.0  per  cent  in  1967. 

The  uncorrected  birth  rate  for  1968  was  14.4  and  when  the  comparability 
factor  (1.20)  is  applied,  the  corrected  birth  rate  was  17.3  per  1,000  of  the 
total  population,  compared  with  18.3  in  1967.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  in  1968  was  16.9.

STILLBIRTHS 

The  registered  number  of  stillbirths  in  1968  was  10  (3  males  and  5  females), 
none  of  which  were  illegitimate,  thus  giving  a  stillbirth  rate  of  14.3  per  1,000 
total  births,  as  compared  with  21.6  in  1967 . 

INFANT  MORTALITY 


Nine  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  in  1968  compared 
with  eight  in  1967.  These  nine  deaths  give  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  13.1  per 
1,G00  live  births,  the  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  being  18.0.  Three  of 
the  nine  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week  after  birth.  The  Perinatal  Mortality 
(Deaths  of  Infants  during  the  first  week  after  birth  plus  stillbirths)  was  18.6  per 
1,000  live  and  stillbirths,  compared  with  25.0  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.

DEATHS 


After  correction  for  transferable  deaths  the  total  assigned  to  the 
Borough  by  the  Registrar-General  was  822  (362  males  and  460  females). 
This  is  1 94  mere  than  in  1967  and  gives  a  crude  death  rate  of  17.2  per 
1,000  of  population.  When  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distribution  to 
make  it  comparable  with  other  districts,  the  local  death  rate  was  10.8 
compared  with  11.9  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.

II.  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  SERVICES 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year  the  water  supply  ®f  the  town  was  satisfactory,  both 
in  quality  and  quantity.  43  samples  of  untreated  water  and  91  samples  of 
treated  water  were  examined  bacteriologically .  The  actual  fluoride  content 
of  the  water  supplies  to  the  Borough  is  either  nil  or  a  negligible  quantity.

The  most  notable  event  of  the  year  was  the  flooding  which  took  place 
in  many  parts  of  North  Somerset  following  the  extremely  heavy  rainfall 
which  occurred  on  July  10th  and  11th.  Fortunately,  Weston-super-Mare  did 
not  receive  the  full  brunt  of  the  storm,  as  did  Congresbury,  Cheddar  and 
the  T/edmore  area,  but  even  so,  it  was  fortunate  that  the  new  main  drainage 
scheme  was  in  operation,  otherwise  the  damage  in  the  low  lying  parts  would  have 
been  very  extensive.  It  is  possible  that  if  the  new  main  drainage  scheme  had 
not  been  in  operation,  the  financial  cost  of  damage  by  flooding  could  have 
equalled  the  total  cost  of  the  drainage  scheme. 


HOUSING 

During  1968  the  Local  Authority  erected  55  houses.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  197  were  in  course  of  erection.  Private  enterprise  built  294  houses  in 
1968  compared  with  315  in  19 67.  In  addition,  20  flats  or  dwell: ngs were  gained 
from  conversion  of  larger  houses.

Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing  Acts,  1949  -  1954,  was  22.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  21  of  these  applications  had  been  approved,  16  of  which  were 
in  respect  of  owner/occupiers.  The  average- cost  per  dwelling  approved  during 
the  year  was  £835  and  the  total  amount  of  grant  payable  by  the  Local  Authority 
was  £10,091. 

In  addition  to  the  "discretionary"  grants,  35  applications  for  grants  to 
provide  standard  amenities  were  received.  34  were  approved. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968,  came  into 
force  at  the  beginning  of  October.  Six  diseases  were  deleted  from  the  list 
of  notifiable  diseases,  and  three  were  added  -  tetanus,  yellow  fever  and 
leptospirosis  (rat-bite  fever).  Infective  jaundice  was  made  notifiable  in 
June,  1968.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  1968

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
administration  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1968. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  from  tenanted  houses  with  disrepair 
and  sanitary  defects  were  fewer  than  in  previous  years.  Whilst  every 
encouragement  is  given  to  landlords  to  take  advantage  of  grants  to  improve 
their  houses,  the  rent  return  on  the  capital  outlay  is  still  proving  unattract¬ 
ive.  In  most  cases  only  when  houses  become  vacant  and  are  then  sold  for  owner- 
occupation  does  some  form  of  modernisation  take  place. 

Special  attention  was  again  paid  to  food  hygiene  with  special  emphasis  on 
food  handling  methods.  Most  of  the  well  constructed  kitchens,  efficiently  run 
catering  premises  and  good  grade  restaurants  gave  little  concern  to  the  depart¬ 
ment.  Many  of  the  smaller  establishments  were  also  well  conducted.  Unfortunately 
such  premises  were  often  out-numbered  by  those  which  demanded  continuous  attention. 
A  minority  of  proprietors  of  food  preparing  premises  either  by  design  or  perverse¬ 
ness  do  not  seem  to  realise  that  the  existence  of  dirty  and  substandard  conditions 
constitutes  an  offence.

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HOUSING 


The  present  demand  for  home  ownership  seems  to  he  insatiable,  but  many 
prospective  owners  are  not  sufficiently  aware  of  the  financial  liabilities  for 
repairs  when  they  embark  on  house  ownership. 

Housing  problems  vary  from  district  t©  district  and  there  is  primary  need 
for  local  authorities  to  periodically  undertake  a  comprehensive  examination  of 
the  housing  circumstances  of  their  areas. 

The  general  rule  that  it  is  cheaper  to  repair  and  improve  houses  than  to 
renew  them  is  true  even  when  the  shorter  life  of  the  assets  put  into  the  improve¬ 
ments  are  relevant. 

An  important  social  virtue  of  many  of  the  older  terraced  houses  is  that 
they  are  centrally  sited  and  the  provisions  of  new  ones  in  their  place  is  not 
always  practicable.  Rescuing  the  twilight  home  from  the  encroaching  slum 
requires  every  encouragement.  Although  environmental  improvement  was  important 
to  give  owners  and  occupiers  confidence  to  improve  their  houses,  people  were 
primarily  concerned  with  their  own  living  conditions.  The  condition  of  the 
dwelling,  the  amenities  provided  therein  and  the  amount  of  rent  were  of  para¬

There  appears  to  be  a  growing  public  interest  in  camping.  Tent 
trailers  (a  tent  like  structure  erected  on  a  specially  designed  trailer) 
are  in  greater  evidence  and  tents  are  becoming  more  sophisticated. 
However,  tents  and  caravans  do  not  ornate  the  landscape  and  where 
there  is  a  shortage  of  woodland,  sites  require  considerable  landscaping. 


Sites  provided  should  satisfy  the  demand  for  comfort  and  amenities 
while  at  the  same  time  showing  regard  for  the  preservation  and  enhancement 
of  the  natural  environment.  The  problem  of  the  touring  caravan  continues 
and  the  only  solution  is  to  provide  adequate  sites  for  this  type  of  caravanner. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949 

The  use  of  warfarin  poisons  for  rodent  control  continues  to  give 
satisfactory  results,  but  it  is  noticeable  that  certain  small  areas  in  the 
Borough  appear  to  become  re infested  a  short  period  after  treatment.  It  is 
necessary  to  keep  a  close  watch  on  the  rat  population  in  these  areas.

This  Act,  designed  to  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  Office 
and  Shop  workers  has  attained  a  considerable  amount  of  success.  On  the  whole 
employers  have  co-operated  with  the  department  to  improve  the  conditions  under 
which  their  employees  have  to  work.  In  the  main  a  sensible  interpretation  of 
the  Act  has  encouraged  this  co-operation. 

In  modern  buildings  the  l>-;ve!  illumination  is  generally  found  to  be 
sufficient  but  in  some  new  buildxngs  the  lighting  fittings  are  sometimes  not  used 
to  the  best  advantage  because  of  incorrect  siting  er  fittings.  Prrblems  of 
lighting  involve  excessive  glare  and  unpleasant  colour.  In  improving  lighting 
facilities  the  comfort  of  daylight  must  be  stressed  as  most  people  prefer  te  work 
in  natural  lighting.  There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  visual  relaxation  from  the 
fact  that  employees  can  look  out  onto  their  surroundings.

CATERING  ESTABLISHMENTS  AND  FOOD  HYGIENE 


I  feel  that  a  good  case  can  be  made  out  Tor  the  prior  approval  or 
registration  of  food  premises  by  the  local  authority.  Under  existing 
legislation  food  premises  which  initially  fail  to  comply  with  the  Hygiene 
Regulations  cannct  be  prevented  from  opening. 

Most  of  the  work  carried  out  by  public  health  inspectors  in  promoting 
standards  of  cleanliness  in  food  premises  is  of  an  advisory  nature  and 
persuasion  is  widely  used  to  rone.1.;  t satisfactory  conditions. 

Food  poisoning  can  at  any  time  break  out  in  the  best  of  food  establish¬ 
ments.  It  is  essential,  therefore,  that  the  hygiene  regulations  are  under- 
standibly  complied  with  so  that  if  infection  does  occur  the  damage  done  will 
be  minimal.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

Most  people  are  now  satisfied  with  the  type  and  quality  of  the  foods 
which  they  are  able  to  buy.  There  are,  however,  unmistakable  indications 
that  the  rather  haphazard  samplirg  methods  employed  for  so  long  by  local 
authorities  are  in  need  of  revision  to  meet  the  vast  changes  in  food  production 
and  distribution  that  have  evolved  during  recent  years.  The  fraudulent  adultera^ 
tion  of  foodstuffs  is  now  virtually  non-existent. 

The  need  for  sampling  and  analysis  will  obviously  increase  with  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  statutory  standards  for  a  widening  range  of  foodstuffs,  but  if 
sampling  continues  on  its  present  basis  then  the  inevitable  waste  of  labour  and 
money  will  increase  as  a  result  of  so  much  duplicate  sampling.
